SPIRITUAL STRATEGY 


The words of St. Paul sum up the strategy of the spiritual life: "This mortal 
must put on immortality"—not in some dim far time beyond time, but here on 
earth. The natural man must become spiritual; then the spiritual man must be- 
come natural. If we are immortal we are immortal here, now. To discover 
that truth, and order our lives in the light of it, points the path for our soul. It 
means that “mortal mind"—the word is new, the fact is old—must be subdued, 
mastered, transcended by the immortal mind within us; "Christ in us the hope 
of glory." The “mortal mind" accepts sin, sickness, sorrow, death as the rule, 
if not the reality; and health, goodness, victory as the exception, the abnormal— 
if not actually an illusion. Thus life becomes a negation, a defeat, a form of 
death. Our religion, if it means anything at all, ought to change our negatives 
for positives; it must alter this dark inner bias which expects evil, and thus 
helps to create it. When we affirm the good and trust it, something happens— 
the defeatist spirit is defeated, by “a queer little turn of the heart.”

We were not asked to give but to invest in the faith and future of our 
country, its liberty and its safety. 


But War Bonds are not enough; we must have other bonds too—bonds of 
insight, understanding, and co-operation between races, nations, classes and 
creeds. Today we have proximity but not community; the world is a neighbor- 
hood, but not a brotherhood. Bonds of unity are needed. 


These bonds cannot be bought with money, but with good faith, goodwill, 
good fellowship; and these ties must begin and be woven by our religion. The 
church must be a new fellowship of faith, if we are not to fail. 


Else we may find ourselves still bound by bondage to old prejudices, bigot- 
ries, and confusion. The time has come for the liberty of a great faith.

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SPRING FLOWERS. 


Gallio is identified in “The Robe” as the young Roman soldier who threw 
the dice at the Crucifixion and inherited the Robe of Christ. A year later 
curious to know more about Jesus, he accompanied Justus into Galilee. One 
spring day under a fig tree near Cana they reminisced about the Friend. “I 
never noticed flowers much," said Justus, "until He spoke of them. He seemed 
to know all about flowers, the lilies of the field and how they grow, wild 
flowers and garden flowers. He never spoke of dead things but growing, living 
things like sheep and grass, and babies and flowers.” 


God’s extravagance has been remarked often by theologians and nowhere 
is this more in evidence than in the floral creation. Billions and billions of 
them of rare perfume and color were never seen by man and were obviously 
not made merely for man. Roses, orchids, forget-me-nots and a thousand other 
flowers are as pure an expression as we know of the sheer Glory of God. Don’t 
miss the deeper significance of the Springtime. Grow a few flowers, enjoy their 
fragrance and beauty. Also, see in them the symbol of a Resurrection of our- 
selves from the mud and mire, and ourselves made into a reflection of the Glory 
of God. As Justus and Gallio did in the long ago under the fig tree in Galilee 
as they remembered the Friend.

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IN THE KINGDOM OF GOD. 


An exquisite allegory of seven centuries ago throws a beam of light on the 
Kingdom of God. While the Cathedrals were being built in Europe a poem 
was published in Persia called “Mantiq ut-Tair.” It was written by Farid-Ud- 
Din when one hundred years old. “Mantiq ut-Tair,” which means “The Parlia- 
ment of the Birds,” is still read after seven hundred years because it speaks 
truth. In this ancient allegory the birds longed for a King. But when they 
came before their King each bird lost its identity and became something else. 


When you lend yourself to the Kingdom of God you will experience some 
loss in the realm of self-will, self-direction. The Christian is not free as a 
bird to follow his own whim and caprice. It is the kind of loss one experiences 
in marriage where both husband and wife resign something of selfhood. But 
it is a blessed loss where we attain a higher selfhood on a higher level. The 
Christian calls Christ Master because Christ is Master of Life and His master- 
ful insights lead to more abundant life. By taking Christ as Lord our bodies, 
minds and souls gain vastly in realization and life in God.

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AWARENESS OF GOD. 


During a Christmas Service in the Cathedral of Chartres a woman sat read- 
ing a novel. When the audience knelt for prayer she nonchalantly marked the 
book and soon resumed her reading. Most of the worshippers prayed with 
tearful eyes; one read a novel. This case of religious imperviousness is re- 
lated by Margaret Halsey in With Malice Toward Some. But the equivalent 
of that event occurs often with ourselves. How many a time we pass a sunset, 
are deaf to music, or blind to a colorful garden because we are bent on lesser 
things. 


Poets have been trying to tell us that God is immanent in nature, that He 
tries constantly to pry our eyes and ears open to the spiritual glories of all 
visible things. What is wanting on our part is Love. When a young man or 
woman falls in love the world is glamorous. “When the soul falls in love with 
Christ,” says Saint Augustine, “the radiance of God is seen everywhere.” The 
Presence of God in life and events is never brought home by logic. Logic is an 
impertinence. The Presence is realized by Love and then we become aware.

A famous art critic offers a rare insight concerning the paintings of The 
Madonna and Child by Correggio. The artist had done many paintings of the 
Sacred Event. Those done in his early years were cold and formalized. Those 
done after 1520 were sweetly human and suffused with love. It was in 1520 
that Correggio experienced love and was married. The art critic attributes the 
transcendent glow of the later pictures to the elevation of Correggio’s heart 
through love. 


Among the most valued paintings of the world are those of The Madonna 
and Child. Raphael did fifty of them. Other notable ones are Pastoral Ma- 
donna by Titian, Madonna of the Cloister by Borgognone, Madonna Enthroned 
by Weyden, Madonna and Child with St. John by Perugino. You and I must 
also paint in our minds the likeness, May we see the event in its true colors. 
Let us see in the First Advent the beginning of a new creation and the prom- 
ises of His Second Advent. This glow emanates from the birth of Christ for us 
because our hearts have been warmed by His Love.

So, when 
we go to our Churches we love to look upon the great Symbol of Calvary 
at the Altar and in the stained glass windows. It was once outside the Church 
in the streets, and on the Hill, and we must take it there too.

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SELF-CRITICISM: Prelude to Saintliness. 


Unless you have a stout heart do not read the following, or attempt its 
recommendation. It is concerned with self-criticism. The virile, idealistic, 
“perfectionist” type of mind will often make itself thoroughly disliked by 
harpooning into other people’s affairs with harsh criticism. When next the 
perfectionist mood moves you to criticism, undertake the following spiritual 
exercise. Stand before your mirror. Point your finger at the reflection, and 
overhaul yourself from top to bottom, inside and out. You will find it very 
difficult to name yourself for what you are. But try. Try to make an honest 
estimate of the bad and good points. 


Once you do this and continue it day after day, an amazing change will 
take place in you. A sense of humility will flood your mind, and out of that 
you will get power. The people with whom you associate will notice the 
change. Instead of brash intrusion into others’ affairs will come a quiet, 
gentle, kindly concern. There will actually come about a change in the lines 
and expression of your face. Your influence will be sought after and one 
after another obstacles will disappear from your line of advance. You have a 
right to criticise President, Bishop, Rector, wife, husband, anybody, anything. 
These criticisms hardly ever win acceptance unless they come from minds that 
have burned their own dross in the fires of self-criticism.

The Golden Age Club, under 
the direction of Miss Grace Hewett makes use of the Church 
on Thursday afternoons. The Mother’s Club, under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. W. C. Turney, continues on Wednesday nights 
during the year. The Mendelssohn Club rehearses on Monday 
nights throughout the year, and renders three great Recitals in 
the Church. The Cerebral Palsy Group, under direction of Jack 
Comerford, uses the Church on Friday nights. The meetings 
of the Red Cross, the Woman’s Auxiliary, the Altar Guild are 
listed in the calendar. Nearby schools often hold social fellow- 
ships. The Diocese at present makes use of our equipment for 
as many as five meetings a year. The Church of St. Luke and 
The Epiphany is delighted to help all causes devoted to lifting 
up God in our City.

The Altar 
and the image of the Patron Saint were untouched, and still afford the chief 
ornament of Lake Lugano. The Ascent is steep and toilsome. Wordsworth 
climbed to the summit more than a hundred years ago, and wrote a poem to 
the “Church of San Salvador” as his tribute of worship. He called the climb 
rewarding. The view of the Alps gave more “beauty and sublimity” than any 
other point in Europe. 


Pay frequent visits to your Church. Maybe you live some distance away 
and the climb is arduous. But the journey for you can be rewarding, as the 
climb was that day long ago for Wordsworth. In the quietness of your pew 
gaze at the altar, and the image of our patron Saint Luke. Beyond anything 
intoned by minister or choir you may hear a Voice that will lend you guidance, 
comfort and courage. And when you leave the Church you will find that the 
world looks less sordid and more sublime. May you experience here that re- 
ward Wordsworth knew for climbing to the Altar high above Lake Lugano 
in the long ago.

STEADFAST FAITH. 


The Cathedral of Seville is the largest Gothic structure in existence, vast 
enough to contain several other Cathedrals. It was begun a century before 
Columbus and took a century to build. Adjacent to the Cathedral and much 
older is the tower of La Giralda, which is the only building in Spain to rival 
the Alhambra in beauty. On the top of the tower of La Giralda is a dome that 
lifts its head nearly four hundred feet into the sky. A golden statue of Faith 
thirteen feet high surmounts the top of the dome. This statue can be seen 
resplendent in the sunlight from all parts of the city and it moves freely in the 
wind like a vane. 


This golden Statue of the Faith has conveyed its message to generations 
of men and women much like ourselves from the searching age of Columbus 
to the scientific age that is ours. If the Statue could open its lips and speak 
it would tell us of a peculiar characteristic of Faith. Faith turns in many direc- 
tions and adapts itself to the winds of time and circumstance. But its founda- 
tion reaches deep down to the rock. Long after the storms about Communism 
and humanism have blown themselves out our Holy Faith will shine and stand

THE CHALICE OF CHRIST 


An ornate silver Chalice with beautiful carved portrait of Christ was 
unearthed by Arab workmen digging a half century ago in the ruins of ancient 
Antioch of Syria. This reliquary of silver protects an inner cup, a crude egg- 
shaped vessel of tarnished metal. Certain authorities on early Christian Art 
have concluded that the inner cup was used by Christ when He instituted the 
Holy Eucharist. This Chalice now resides in America. It was acquired by 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, and is on exhibit at the Cloisters. 


The pursuit of the Holy Grail, or the Chalice from which Christ drank 
at the Last Supper, was a favorite interest of Knights of the Round Table in 
the Middle Ages. The Parsival theme and many another romantic legend 
grew up around the pursuit of the lost Holy Grail, and the attempt to restore 
the precious vessel to Christendom. By making a visit to the Cloisters you 
might actually look upon the Chalice of the Last Supper. Maybe yes, maybe 
no. What you can surely know is that when you kneel at your own Altar 
you can touch with your lips a Chalice that the Real Presence of Christ ex- 
tends to you.

LITTLE OLGA AT EASTER 


While in Moscow a brief time before the second World War, I met little 
Olga, and she comes to my mind unbidden at this Eastertide. I had left the 
International Hotel, strolled through the Red Square, and sat down on a 
bench under the walls of the vast Kremlin. Then came little Olga, a bundle 
of winsomeness of five years, poorly dressed, but happy, in the care of a 
young Russian couple. Wanting to give her a present I nodded and smiled. 
Her parents, evidently warned against foreigners and the clergy, jerked her 
along, and she disappeared smiling and waving back. Little Olga by this date 
must be twenty years of age. 


Possibly Leo Tolstoy once walked along the Red Square, and he too 
might have sat on a bench under the walls of that ancient Kremlin. Although 
a Nobleman, he left all his material possessions, and walked barefoot through 
the streets of Russia, preaching Jesus Christ. He wrote a soul-searching book 
called "Resurrection." If only, instead of the ominous Lenin and Stalin, they 
would elevate the tomb of Tolstoy in the Red Square, the world would be 
safer for you and me, and for Olga too. Let us hope that Olga will hear 
about Tolstoy and the Resurrection, and smile as I once saw her smile. And 
let us hope that men and women everywhere shall learn what great good is 
possible for our world through the Light and Love of Christ's Easter.

One of the rarest and most prized books of the world, the “St. Cuthbert 
Gospels”, is possessed by the British Museum, They date back to the Eighth 
Century and were written by an unknown monk in the Monastery of the 
Holy Isle off the Northumbrian coast. It is in perfect condition embellished 
in color and gold. Scholars indicate that those early copyists did such ex- 
quisite work because their motive was not money nor fame but only the 
Glory of God. In their quiet retreats in the monasteries these good men were 
conscious of no eye but the eye of God and no glory but the Glory of God. 


Is it possible to bring this spiritual motivation of the Glory of God into 
your and my workaday world? It is. Kipling tells of a realm where no one 
shall work for money or fame but shall paint as unto God. If you have a 
meal to prepare or a room to dust or a duty to do for the Church try doing 
it purely for God. You will find a glow and a glory in the deed and deep 
satisfaction and peace in yourself. There have been moments when you did 
this very thing and they are sweet to recall. If we could have known that 
old monk in the Holy Isle of twelve hundred years ago, who transcribed the 
gorgeous "St. Cuthbert Gospels", we would have seen in his face also the 
Glory of God.

MEDITATION—“OBEDIENTLY YOURS.” 


In several Monasteries of England of the Middle Ages groups of spiritual 
priests were assigned the special task of praying incessantly for the King. 
Scott makes mention of these holy men in his Mediaeval romances. They 
were called “Beadsmen.” They were so called from the ancient Saxon word 
"bead," which meant prayer. The beads of the Rosary signified so many 
prayers to God. Thus the Beadsmen kept their vigilance day and night, telling 
off the beads of the Rosary for the life and health of the King. 


Good men and women some generations ago often concluded their letters 
to friends and even strangers, “Obediently yours.” Our first President usually 
signed his private and State correspondence, “Obediently yours, Geo. Washing- 
ton.” Scholars might dispute our tracing the word “Obediently” to the beads 
of the Rosary, but philology often gets tangled up in the long centuries. 
Quite possibly Washington and our forefathers had in mind “Prayerfully 
yours,” when they signed their letters. We may not imitate the monastic 
Beadsmen, or Washington’s style of letter-writing, but we can imitate what 
was in their hearts. The Christian will display an attitude of prayerful concern 
for the welfare of all others.

MEDITATION. 


Care in Selection of Your Saint. 


When the Communists captured Madrid in the Spanish Civil War 
they cast down from a huge pedestal the figure of Christ and elevated 
a statue of Stalin. In many Russian cities enormous paintings and 
medallions and statues of Stalin decorated the public squares. Now that 
Stalin has been convicted by his friends of the blackest crimes, the com- 
munist Saint is unmasked. What now of 187 little boys in Italy, fondly 
named by their parents at birth Stalin! What can the 187 little Stalins 
do with a name so black and abhorrent ? 


The Christian families of Italy for centuries have loved to name their 
infants after the Saints—Francesco after St. Francis, or Maria after 
the Mother of Jesus, or Theresa, or Catherine, or Mark. They knew 
that Holy Church was slow in giving the hard-won title of Saint, and 
that once the Church canonized a Saint it did not topple him over for 
some new idol of the masses. "Thus, confidently the Italian parents came 
to the Altar and heard their little ones named after the Saints, and saw 
them baptised into the Holy Church that makes Saints that endure. 
Since we humans just have to have Great Ones to adulate and follow and 
build monuments to, be careful, very careful, how you select your Saint. 
The reliable ones are those who expressed the Glory of Christ.

MEDITATION: 
FORGET-ME-NOTS AND TRUMPET FLOWERS. 


Now comes to America from Europe Monsignor Krupavicius, head 
of the Lithuanian Committee of Liberation, and he exhibits a unique 
Church vestment. It is beautifully adorned with small crosses and hun- 
dreds of tiny forget-me-nots. It was secreted out of Russia from a Soviet 
slave-labor camp at Vorkuta. Devoted women had embroidered the sym- 
bols in hours snatched from sleep after their labor in the mines. From 
the “Silent Church” behind the iron curtain, as Gussoni calls it, comes 
this pathetic appeal that they might not be forgotten. They said it with 
those flowers named forget-me-nots. 

The Lord has given us in nature another flower called the “trumpet 
flower”. Its shape suggests the trumpet and its color is a deep flaming 
red. A look at it rouses you from sleep and indifference. It might be 
well to decorate our altars with these arousing flowers and to embroider 
them on the sacred linens and vestments. Are you a member of the 
“Silent Church’? That is, do you prefer to hold silence about your 
religion, to keep mum on the one thing of importance, to bear no testi- 
mony for Christianity? Wordsworth says there is a "language of flowers". 
The sad creatures at Vorkuta could only say it with forget-me-nots. Be- 
fore it is too late let us speak our Faith boldly and say it with trumpet 
flowers.

An European Government of the 18th century throws a strong beam 
of light on the true nature of Faith. With the coming of a new party to 
power the impression was given the public that the nation had a vast 
reservoir of gold secreted on a distant island. There it was kept to guard 
it from robber nations and as a safeguard to the currency and solvency 
of the nation. Forty years later it was disclosed that there was no gold 
on the island. Gold or no gold, for forty years the nation prospered because 
the men who governed were men of character. It is the character of 
personality that is the basis of faith. 

You will have faith in members of your family, in your friends and 
business associates, not because of their wealth or possessions, but 
always because of their character. You will trust your government with 
your loyalty not because of billions of gold in Kentucky, but because the 
President, Judges, rulers, are persons of honor, integrity and character.

THE CHALICE OF CHRIST 


An ornate silver Chalice with beautiful carved portrait of Christ was 
unearthed by Arab workmen digging a half century ago in the ruins of 
ancient Antioch of Syria. This reliquary of silver protects an inner cup, 
a crude egg-shaped vessel of tarnished metal. Certain authorities on early 
Christian Art have concluded that the inner cup was used by Christ when 
He instituted the Holy Eucharist. This Chalice now resides in America. 
It was acquired by the Metropolitan Museum of Art, and is on exhibit 
at the Cloisters. 


The pursuit of the Holy Grail, or the Chalice from which Christ drank 
at the Last Supper, was a favorite interest of Knights of the Round Table 
in the Middle Ages. The Parsival theme and many another romantic 
legend grew up around the pursuit of the lost Holy Grail, and the attempt 
to restore the precious vessel to Christendom. By making a visit to the 
Cloisters you might actually look upon the Chalice of the Last Supper. 
Maybe yes, maybe no. What you can surely know is that when you kneel 
at your own Altar you can touch with your lips a Chalice that the Real 
Presence of Christ extends to you.

September Meditation. 


When the city-dweller on vacation steps a hundred paces into the 
thick forest he is startled, and then soothed by music. Far from the 
noises, he hears silence and then winds sighing through the pines, the 
gurgle of a brook, a thrush calling and distant hunder, all blended into a 
symphony. The native Indian living always in the forest has a profounder 
understanding than we of this ancient music. With most of us music is 
merely a stimulating emotion; we respond to Beethoven's Ninth Symphony 
with little comprehension of its intent or significance. A service to music 
appreciation is afforded in that we can now secure records of the Masters 
with symphony on one side and a recitative interpretation on the reverse. 

Too many of us have a shallow appreciation and make only an emo- 
tional response to Christ and His proposals. We are like casual onlookers 
that met Jesus at a garden party in Cana, or heard words he spoke to a 
mass meeting in Galilee. The Apostles knew Christ intimately. Knowing 
an interpreter was needed, they wrote the Gospels. We urge on you a 
profounder understanding of this Greatest Character. Read interpreters 
like St. John, St. Bernard of Clarevaux, Matheson, or a spiritual preacher. 
Meditate on the Music yourself, and absorb its intent. *Don’t miss getting 
this deeper appreciation of the great Event and the great Person of 
history, “Whom to know is Life Eternal.”

HEALING OF PSYCHOSOMATIC ILLS AT ST. LUKE

A New Program for Healing of psychosomatic ills begins 
this September at this historic Church, whose patron Saint has 
been St. Luke the Beloved Physician, and whose services for 
more than a century have been closely associated with Penn- 
sylvania and Jefferson Hospitals. Dr. Haushalter, as Rector, 
will accept personal appointments for interview in the Church 
with any seeking solution of problems and healing of body or 
mind or soul through spiritual means. Dr. Haushalter has, of 
course, practiced spiritual healing through his entire ministry. 
Dr. Haushalter is giving larger prominence to this healing 
ministry now because of a tremendous increase today in tragedies 
from psychosomatic ills. 


This specialized program at St. Luke and The Epiphany will 
work in harmony with scientific medicine, surgery and hospitals. 
Many apostate cults bearing the name Christian, and others 
openly pagan, now operate in disdain and contempt of scientific 
medicine, claiming miracles of healing by sheer power of will 
thinking or by mysterious formulas of mental manipulation. 
Mind cure philosophies of the Freudian variety are actually 
working havoc on a wide scale, and increasing the general illness 
now afflicting society. The program of St. Luke and The 
Epiphany will present the sanity of Healing through spirituality 
in the ambit of true scientific medicine. 


For nineteen centuries the Church of our Lord has dealt at 
its altars and healing theophanies with the fears, guilts, hates, 
futilities, despairs, escape mechanisms, and all the other psycho- 
somatic ills that afflict the body and soul. For the centuries the 
Church has dealt with the reclaiming of body and soul in sacred 
unity through a technique of spiritual power. Only in recent 
times has a secular, materialistic, un-Christian, atheistic, Freud- 
ian psychology reached out its harsh hand to snatch from the 
Church its ancient spiritual “Cure of Souls”. Like many other 
Churches of Christ St. Luke and The Epiphany will not consent 
to having secular, materialistic, and often atheistic, mental 
manipulators snatch its communicants from the true spiritual 
healing given us by Christ.

CONQUEST OF FEAR. 
Lenten Meditation. 


The “Croquemitaine” in the Dore Gallery is a terrifying picture at 
first glance, but on deeper penetration is full of hope for those of us 
possessed by fear. The dark sky is relieved only by lightning. A human 
figure clad in armor confronts a dragon leering over a wall. The picture 
tells the French legend, how Mitaine fled from the monster. When 
Mitaine fled the dragon came on. She sank to her knees. It stopped. 
She sprang up. The monster recoiled and fled. Then Mitaine shrugged 
her shoulders, smiled and calmly walked away. “It is as I expected”, she 
said. “The monster was terrible to look at, but once confronted, fled”. 


Some of our fears are well-grounded in reality but many of them 
are illusory and imaginary. But whatever the fear, poverty, insecurity, 
ill-health, the striking power of evil, and even death, if we run away it 
will follow close on our heels. Fear in lonely hours is a veritable devil 
that bedevils us, but the Sacred Word assures us that if “we resist the 
devil he will flee from us”. Once we turn on this enemy, confront him, 
face him, we find the claims of fear are a shabby pretense. The strong 
victory will come when, like Mitaine, we kneel and take on the power 
of God, or like the disciples absorb the fearlessness of Christ at the Last 
Supper.

The five heroes of this novel are a sorry lot. Major Thorn, who dies trying to 
save the five, is little better and when asked how he keeps going answers that 
he does not know. The long trek of hundreds of pages in search of the some- 
thing which is above nature is a wearisome journey into nothingness. Save 
your time and read a few pages of the Sacred Word and you will find where 
courage comes from. 


At the Last Supper Jesus described the terrors his disciples would encounter 
and then told them to “be of good courage”. For a while after that they 
were a terrified and scattered crowd. But when Jesus rose from the dead and 
walked again with them they knew where courage came from, and what it will 
do for us. From there on they met head on and won over every obstacle. You 
need genuine courage today to meet depressions, Kruschev, and the anti-God 
forces. The real, dependable courage you can get in prayer, the Communion, 
the Church. It is spiritual, coming from God.

“YE PLYMOUTH ROCK COMMUNITIE.” 
Thanksgiving Meditation. 


When the Pilgrims landed at Plymouth Rock in 1620 they began as a 
communism. Each was assigned to his work. The harvests were placed in 
the community storehouse and all shared alike. This was the collectivists’ 
dream. “This,” wrote Governor Bradford, “did breed discontent, for ye yong 
men did repine,” The Governor broke up the communal society, assigned to 
each family a parcel of land, to plant their own crops and to prosper by their 
own labors. “The new policy made all hands industrious and there was no 
more famine.” The quaint old Governor Bradford concludes with sharp words 
about “that vanity and conceit of Plato on taking away private propertie for 
the good of the communitie.” 


The fabulous wealth of Americans today and their dizzy height in the 
standard of living calls for new words not in the old dictionaries. Mathematics 
helps a bit. Three million owners of automobiles in New York City and thirty 
thousand in Moscow. Surpluses of food here and famines abroad. This wealth 
is shared by all. Even the incompetent are cared for by vast welfare funds. 
And America has given one hundred forty billions abroad since the end of 
the war. Our fabulous wealth is due to individual enterprise, and deeper still 
to Christianity. Christ calls us to labor, achievement, brotherly compassion. 
They were Christians at Plymouth Rock and they showed us how to make the 
wilderness into rich, powerful America.

If anyone tries 
to sell you a ticket to the stars refuse, give the money to the Church to increase 
the citizens of Heaven here on earth. A trip to the Heavens may come later 
—for those of us who have Christ’s gift of Heavenly citizenship here.

ROYALTY IN THE CHURCH. 
New Year's Meditation. 


While in Scotland this summer past we visited the artistic little Crathie 
Church where Queen Victoria and later English monarchs have worshipped 
through more than a century. It is on a hillside close to the summer residence 
of Balmoral. Queen Victoria for fifty years worshipped in the simple, quaint 
pew close to the Lectern. This today is also the spot where Queen Elizabeth 
takes Holy Communion, listens to the sermon, and meets the country people. 
As I knelt in Crathie Church I meditated on the stability given to English life 
and government and the halo of nobility shed over the "tight little isle" by a 
royal family that goes regularly to Church. 


Shed a tear for the people in the Dictator countries where the rulers deride 
or try to destroy the Church. Offer a prayer that our country and the Christian 
people of the West shall not suffer the decline and havoc that always accompany 
neglect of the Church. And entertain a sense of alarm for yourself if the world 
has made sorry work of your intentions and made you neglect offering yourself 
weekly at the Altar. Too much of the world has inevitable downdrag on the 
best of us. You can maintain a sense of nobility in 1959 if on fifty-two occa- 
sions you meditate as the Good Queen in Crathie Church.

THE SIMPLE PERSONAL FAITH.

During the centuries Christ has satisfied billions of souls 
that He is a safe Pilot. When threatened with loss or illness, with hurricanes 
of fear, we commend that which transcends the mind, a simple heart personal 
faith in the Captain of our Salvation on the bridge.

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WATTS’ PAINTING OF “LOVE AND DEATH”. 
In Memoriam: John Foster Dulles. 


George Frederick Watts’ painting, “Love and Death" hangs in a gallery in 
Manchester, England, but replicas of it may be seen in many art collections and 
its likeness clings in the memories of those who have seen. Watts represents a 
torn, futile figure of Love trying to keep an indistinct, menacing Death from 
crowding into an open door. It is well known that this is Watts' painting of 
a brilliant young friend who died slowly and painfully. But the picture is not 
fearful or depressing. It is consoling, for Death is a woman with tenderly 
outstretched arms. The famed artist once said of Death, “it is a kind nurse 
that puts us all to sleep at last, and beautifully, if we have lived well." 


The death of men and women of nobility becomes a divine and heavenly 
act in that it multiplies the virtues of their living days in our awakened memo- 
ries. This impresses us most where the death is one of suffering and injustice, 
as of Jesus, Joan of Arc, Charles the First or Lincoln. When they have passed 
beyond reach of vulgar enmities their vast contribution of Good smites our 
memories and their nobility is enlarged with the passing of time. Thus by the 
grace of God the death of John Foster Dulles is as valuable to America as was 
his life. The Episcopal Communion prays that we “follow the good examples 
of the saints who were the lights of God in their Generation". "Death as a 
tender nurse", as Watts said, took Mr. Dulles. It was in God's time, and for 
the enflaming of our memories.

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THE CHURCHES AND THE WELCOME TO KHRUSHCHEV. 


The Churches will comply with the request of our President to welcome 
the Russian by extending cordial Invitation to him to attend our Divine Services 
and join with us in the worship of God. We call to the attention of the Russian 
and those who invited him the insight of Daniel Villey: “One without religion 
is like a deaf man watching an orchestra play". If the. Russian sees only 
munition plants, skyscrapers, industrial plants he will see the motions and miss 
the real genius of American power. The Power of America comes from the 
Christian Religion, from the Church, from Christ who claimed "all authority 
in heaven and earth". If the Russian is deaf to religion he cannot know 
America’s power or intention. 


Let us give urgent invitation to the Russian to attend the National Anglican 
Cathedral in Washington. St. Peter's Cathedral or St. Thomas Church would 
welcome him. Should he come to Philadelphia this Church of St. Luke and 
the Epiphany opens wide its doors to him and his friends. He would be asked 
to share. with us the Prayers of Repentance and Thanksgiving. The Choir will 
sing the Te Deum and the.Sanctus. The Rector will preach a sermon on “Holy 
Russia” and the peace and harmony of all nations when we love God and join 
hands as children of God.

In Memoriam: John Foster Dulles 
In Arlington Cemetery. 


To patriotic, Christian Americans it lingers so vividly that it seems yester- 
day that John Foster Dulles was buried in Arlington. His pain-wracked body, 
worn in the service of his God and country, was honored in the Episcopal 
Cathedral on Mount Albans and then laid to rest near the tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier. This "Greatest Secretary of State" had issued solemn warnings. And 
then, in an unbelievably short time, the Anti-God who had cursed Dulles with 
unprintable names was welcomed with military salutes, banquets, and unending 
days of newspaper adulation, In May we predicted the spirit of the great 
Christian would save America; now in October his name is almost unmentioned. 


Does this mean that the great Christian has gone down to defeat before 
the Anti-God? While it will take a long time for us to recover we do not 
believe that permanently the memory of John Foster Dulles will be buried with 
his pain-torn body in Arlington. Let us remember that Jesus Christ after his 
Resurrection did not immediately win. The Church was persecuted for years 
and its recovery from Calvary was slow. But it was certain. So, let us hope- 
fully believe that the Spirit of John Foster Dulles as voiced that day in the 


Washington Episcopal Cathedral shall fire our souls. "When the captains and 
the kings depart; still stands Thine ancient sacrifice, a humble and a contrite 
heart". In Memoriam: John Foster Dulles!

At the highest reach of those ancient and monumental Cathedrals of 
Europe stood an Angel with Trumpet. There on the easternmost pinnacle, 
facing the East, it stood in all kinds of weather, reminding the earth-pedestrians 
below of the voice of God proclaiming the Second Advent. Then came the 
fanatical Reformers. In their zeal to destroy all images they burned priceless 
illuminated books and hundreds of ecclesiastical buildings, They battered out 
the stained glass portraying the Saints and Apostles and Angels. Of glorious 
sculptures they made hitching posts. In those pathetic days Rheims, St. 
Mary's at York, Saulsbury and hundreds of other church edifices were well- 
nigh ruins. 


The zeal of the Protestant Reformers, however, never destroyed the 
Angels with Trumpet on the Cathedral pinnacles, They were too high to 
reach. And there they still stand in our day with the ancient reminder of the 
voice of God recalling men to the Second Advent. Life for us in our day 
is much the same as for those quaint burgers of the Middle Ages, who 
walked beneath the Cathedrals of Canterbury and Rheims. Life is still 
busy or monotonous, good or bad, dangerous or secure. The difference is 
that for us life is more comfortable and less religious. Since John first spoke 
of him in the Revelation the Angel with the Trumpet has ever been with us. 
Let him announce something significant to you at this Advent Season.

CHRIST’S DOMINION WORLD WITHOUT END. 
Autumn Meditation. 


Statement is made frequently by the English historian Toynbee that we 
are now living in the “Post Christian Era". That is, we of the West for 1900 
years have lived in the Christian Age, dated our lives and deeds from Jesus 
Christ who once walked our streets, shared our troubles, and gave us the path 
of salvation to God. But that is past, says the brilliant Oxford historian; we 
now live in the age of Freud or Science or Space dominion. We still have 
reminders of Christ, but He is on the wane and will soon take His place among 
the statues in the park. This sentiment is entertained by many “intellectuals” 
and without sadness or regret. 


When the American “Lincoln Brigade” fought with the Communists in the 
Franco-Spanish War the Communists tore down the statue of Christ in Madrid 
and set up that of Stalin. But when Franco won, the majestic figure of Christ 
was restored and again watches over His people in Madrid. In the 1900 years 
of the Christian Era billions of souls have followed Christ and five hundred 
million love and follow Him today. Christ's faithful have found Him sufficient 


in ages past; we find Him sufficient for this Blood-curdling, crazy-day ;-and we 


know He can lead His own into peace and love and goodness in His own 
higher world which is without end.

CENTER OF ATTENTION ON THE CROSS. 


Pre-Lenten Meditation. 


With the coming of Ash Wednesday on March 2d our understanding of the 
Forty Lenten Days will be enriched by the symbolism of Lvovsky's "Kyrie". In 
this superb Chant, sung on the eve of Holy Rood, the phrase “Lord Have Mercy 
on us" is repeated seventy-five times. The Bishop stands in the center of the 
Church holding the Cross as high as his arms can reach. As he lowers it the 
Choir sings in decreased volume until it reaches the floor when the music 
becomes so faint it seems far-away. As the Cross is raised again the music 
attains a crescendo of power and petition. 


During the Forty Days of Lent the communicants of Christ undertake a 
voluntary intensification of our holy faith. During the rest of the Christian 
year the Cross is there, as always, but many of us see it only infrequently in 
the processional or on the Church steeples, or on the Altar when we casually 
attend. But during Lent we enter the Retreat and take a refresher course on 
the significance of that ugly and beautiful Cross on the Hill where Christ died 
for you. During Lent the Cross has the center of the Christian's thought and 
he will help swell the Kyrie chorus, “Lord, Have mercy upon us."

CHURCH OF THE WHITE DOVE 
Lenten Meditation 


It is hard to believe that two hundred years ago a massive Moorish- 
Byzantine Cathedral was built in the desert regions of the Southwest. This 
work of Spanish missions, in the Santa Cruz to the south of Tucson, has sounded 
out the Gospel for two centuries. The Bell still tolls for worship from the 
high tower. The trees and flower gardens are still watered by the ancient 
fountains. It is St. Xavier with walls six feet thick for defense. The Indians 
called it del Bac—the White Dove, for it gave them peace and defense from 
their enemies of the desert. 


During Lent please look upon your Church as a Retreat for peace and 
defense. If you are not aware of it you have many enemies in the world and 
in yourself. Your enemies are secularism, lure, glamor, paganism, the devil, 
and the deadly indifference. Visit your Church again and again. Share in the 
life of the congregation, in the Holy Communions. Sing the hymns and look 
carefully to see if you can make out the Presence in the Chancel and at the 
Altar. 'The Psalmist spoke of his "high tower of defense". During this Lent 
go to your Church often and think of it as del Bac—a place of renewal in peace 
and security.

OBERAMMERGAU MIRACLES. 
Maytime Meditation. 


Overlooking the beautiful Valley of Ammer in Germany is the quaint town 
of Ober-ammer-gau where again in 1960 is enacted the Passion Play. In 1632 
the inhabitants were threatened by a plague then devastating Europe. Going 
to the altar of the Church they vowed, if spared from the scourage, to stage 
the Calvary of Christ every ten years. A miracle occurred; those who were 
ill recovered. The vow has been kept for 326 years and the drama now has 
international significance. 


The greater miracle connected with Oberammergau is the effect of the 
Passion Play on the players and the citizens. Men and women give up secular 
pursuits and vie for the roles of the sacred characters. For months they practise 
and are called by the names they assume. None but noble characters are 
accepted. Most of the profits go to hospitals. This year the Play begins on 
May 19th. Imagine the effect on your own city of a year's absorption in the 
Life and Passion of our Lord Jesus Christ!

We are in for more hardship these days 
ahead, and let us praise God and take on greater strength as the marble in the 
cathedral of Seville.

Our 
forefathers would be horrified at modern secular education which has the au- 
dacity to make supernatural claims without even having a God. Chesterton 
concludes that “no man was ever educated and no man was ever made and no 
soul was ever saved without God.” 


Make out your will to the school that presents Christ to students, Vote 
for the candidate that will do most for Christ and Holy Church. Wherever 
possible deal only with God-loving business men. Make your social fellowships 
among Christians who converse and act for high religious ends. Huddle to- 
gether, as did the early Christians, in Church, knowing that “Jesus Christ is our 
only Mediator and Advocate”. Do this and you will find relief from the dizzy 
confusions of the secular world, and you will take on steadiness and comfort and 
courage.

PRISONERS OF THE FROZEN EMOTIONS. 
October Meditation. 

My unforgettable meeting with Ernest Hemingway a few years ago was 
in an elevator in Naples. ` This man with the large bearded head gazed at me 
with piercing eyes and I gazed back. I did not recognize him until he had 
disappeared into the lobby. As I recall it now, after reading in Osservatore 
Romano about a Roman Priest giving him Absolution on the battlefield and 
attending to his funeral in Idaho, I believe Hemingway thought me a Roman 
Catholic Priest and his mind was probably quickened by a sharp memory. That 
incident of the battlefield was the only faint touch he had with the Church until 
the lonely scene in Idaho. 

Hemingway was one of the vast army of lonely souls, "Prisoners of the 
frozen emotions". They are often gifted intellectually, anti-social, self-concerned, 
erratic, lonely. They are lonely because they have avoided God, dodged God 
around every corner. Ultimately they grow tired of themselves and then the 
universe is empty. He was a good man, after pagan standards, gifted and 
successful, but lonely, empty and frozen. As I recall his intent gaze at me 
that day and his probable remembrance of a touch of the Church, I sorrow 
that a gifted man should choose to be so lonely in a world so full of God and 
His Children.

Some good will come even to the careless and 
unthinking as they get their only glimpse of Good Friday. And great, great 
good can come to us who will read St. Luke on "the darkness that covered the 
earth" and realize it has something to do with you, with us, today.

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CHRIST’S VISITATION. 
Post Easter Meditation. 


You will join the rest of us in amazement that the first historian of our 
time, Toynbee, names St. Bernadette the greatest personage and Lourdes the 
greatest event of the 19th Century. Bernadette was a peasant girl in a small 
French village who in February, 1858, claimed "Visitations" from God. Be- 
cause of supernatural appearances of the Virgin now millions of pilgrims visit 
Lourdes each year and hundreds of millions on February 11th celebrate the 
least of the Visitations at Lourdes. 


Toynbee is decidedly not a Christian, not a Catholic, and yet he by-passes 
Napoleon for Bernadette of Lourdes. So, Joan of Arc makes us forget the 
Kings, and Christ overshadows the Emperor, and twelve fellows in Palestine 
who became Apostles and Saints are the great event. In our 20th Century 
the "greatest person and event" may be some lowly one with a Visitation of 
God to save the floundering from destruction in the atom-space age. And 
for you and me the supreme event of life must be the Visitation of God. Why 
is it that the Visitations come only to the Lowly?

February Meditation.. 


After nearly five centuries of quizzical smiling Mona Lisa visits. America 
to be gazed at and perhaps to gaze deep into us with questioning eyes. Mona 
is a portrait of the wife of Giocondo of Florence. Over four years Leonardo 
tried repeatedly to paint significance into the face and at the last called it 
incomplete. "Leonardo employed musicians and gesters to produce expression." 
Perhaps the lady was weary, shallow or plain bored. With all the music and 
jesters the immobile face achieved only a whimsical smile. Leonardo would 
scarce have selected Mona for the Atlantic trip and the Washington adulation. 


The greatest of Leonardo’s paintings are religious and the greatest of all 
"The Madonna in the Grotto”. The dark grotto, symbolizing the “darkness 
of the world”, enhances the radiance of the Mother of Christ, The joyful 
intelligence of her serene face comes not from music and jests but from 
Something out of Heaven. Had the Louvre, which possesses both paintings, 
sent the Madonna along with the Mona we might have seen side by side our 
own prevailing secularism and the spirituality of. the High Italian Renaissance. 
In Mona’s face Leonardo painted the whimsical sadness of merely human 
experience; in the Madonna’s face we read of our human ways infused with

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A BRIEF HISTORY 
By Charles Robert Ritchie 


Near the north entrance to St. Luke and the Epiphany, fastened 
to a wall, is a recently dedicated plaque, declaring the church a his- 
torical site. This plaque indicates not only recognition by the Phila- 
delphia Historical Commission of the architectural value of the 
Church, but more importantly it is a tribute to the proud role St. 
Luke and the Epiphany has played as a community servant and as 
a place of worship for countless thousands of Philadelphians for over 
a century. 


It would not be unfair to describe St. Luke and the Epiphany 
-as a "miniature" of church history in center city Philadelphia. Dis- 
tinguished communicants from all walks of life—many of them of city, 
state and national prominence—have worshipped within its walls for 
generations. 


The list of rectors who have graced the pulpit of St. Luke's reads 
like a Who's Who of the Protestant Episcopal clergy: Dr. George 
Kingsolving, bishop of Texas; Dr. M. A. DeWolfe Howe, bishop of 
Harrisburg; Dr. Joseph Fort Newton, whose writings and sermons 
were widely respected and reached a readership of thousands; the late, 
beloved Dr. Walter M. Haushalter, whose writings achieved national 
acclaim. 


St. Luke and the Epiphany began originally as two separate 
churches. The present church, a union of two churches, was formally 
organized in 1897-8. 


The Church of the Epiphany, the older of the two and razed 
when merged with St. Luke, was founded in 1834. St. Luke, erected 
by the architect Thomas S. Stewart, was organized in 1839 and 
opened in 1840. Dr. Stephen H. Tyng, an outspoken opponent of 
slavery, was Epiphany's first rector. Rev. William W. Spear was 
St. Luke's first rector. 


At the beginning of the Civil War, under the ministry of Dr. 
Richard Newton, kinsman of the later rector Joseph Fort Newton, 
a secret conference of great historical importance was held in the 
church. At the conference churchmen of North and South met and 
agreed to preserve the unity of the Episcopal Church during the war 


years. 


For more than a century, St. Luke and the Epiphany has re- 
mained a steadfast neighbor in a changing environment. Baccalaureate 
services for the Jefferson Memorial Hospital have been held there. 
The church has extended use of its facilities for such groups as the 
Cerebral Palsy Group, the Spruce Street Improvement Association, 
Work for the Blind, the Taylor School, and the Pennsylvania School 
of Nursing.

SIMPLICITY 


That we are living in a complex world of tension and conflict hardly needs 
saying. We are beset on all sides by mounting problems on a world-wide scale. 


What we hear and see may be only a small part of the picture. Like an 
| iceberg, troubles and problems hide much below the surface. The Titanic was 
| sunk by an unseen mass of ice, much bigger and more dangerous than the visible 
portion above the water. In our day, we must deal with the visib'e and the 
invisible aspects of our troubled world with no easy panaceas but rather, with 
creative and deep insights and understanding. 


The Church has much to contribute. But our danger may be trying to do 
too much, rather than too little. It would be better to do two or three things 
well, than a larger number of things in shoddy fashion. 


. Here is the need for simplicity. The frantic and frenetic activity about us 
must yield to the balanced and peaceful state of heart and mind, centered in God, 
and quietly obedient to His Will. Giving in to neither despair nor lethargy, the 
Christian of today can walk with God, through storm or sunshine, in simple 
trust that He who made us and redeemed us, is Lord and’ Master of today and 
tomorrow, whatever they may bring to us.

One Sunday we left for home about 8 P. M., with a storm coming which 
hit us with rain, wind, and lightning. Darkness came. A trip of one hour 
stretched to over two hours before familiar landmarks allowed us to breathe 
easily. We were indeed tempest-tossed. 

Our times are stormy, too. Our nation and the world reel from tempestuous 
dangers. The winds of adversity, war, riots and crime rock our Ship of State. 
Our ship careens as if rudderless and without compass or chart. Safe harbor 
seems remote and the darkness deepens. 

St. Paul once said, as his ship was battered and in danger, "We cast four 
anchors to the stern, and prayed for the dawn." So too can we—anchors of 
faith, courage, hope and love. This is not a time to give up, but to look up, 
and to say, "I know not what the future ho!ds, but I know Who holds the 
future."

THE CREED 


This month the Rector will preach on the Apostles’ Creed. Everybody has 
some “creed” by which to live, even those who claim in the name of freedom 
they are “atheists”. Non-ritualistic churches have a ritual—the absence of form. 
Non-believers posit their negativity as their creed. The Christian Creeds are 
far from suficient. But they are guide-lines, skeletonized to be sure, around 
which we may build our Faith. 

Nearly 2000 years of the Church's History cannot be lightly dismissed. Tt 
is far better that we seek to understand and to live the Christian Faith, than 
to be classed with the termites seeking to change it or destroy it. 

Jesus said, “Upon this rock I will build my Church, and the gates of hell 
shall not prevail against it.” 

When a soldier enters the Army he puts on the uniform. When a Christian 
enters the Church, he too accepts a uniform and wears it as he fights against 
sin, the world and the devil. Part of that uniform is the Faith preached by 
Christ, formulated by the Church under the direction of the Holy Spirit, printed 
in Bible and Prayer Book, and blessed by the shining lives of believers of all 
ages. Keep the Faith, and the Faith will keep you.

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HEALING LEAVES OF PRAYER 


For some time now the Rector has been writing little vignettes called “Healing Leaves 
of Prayer”. The text for this title comes from the Book of Revelation, the Vulgate trans- 
lation: “The leaves of this tree shall be for the healing of the nations.” It is my hope to 
finish enough material soon so that a book can be published. 


I believe prayer to be America’s greatest asset—for too many, an unused asset. Greater 
than the power of atom and hydrogen bombs is this power of prayer. Rightly understood, 
and faithfully used, prayer can change us and change the world. 


With the disciples of old let us say, "Lord, teach us how to pray." To this let us add, 
*And give us a hearty desire to pray." To "know-how" let us wed "desire". For to know 
and not do spells the ultimate tragedy of a wasted life.

It is not a question 
of “how many services” but rather a question of “how much nearer God”. Wearing a hair 
shirt may help some enrich their spiritual lives but others will only develop an itch.

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After Convention Thoughts 


The 186th Convention of the Diocese of Pennsylvania was held on Friday and Saturday, 
October 17 and 18, at the Valley Forge Military Academy. We never got through the 
proposed agenda of business. One subject took over most of Saturday’s time (one reporter 
said six hours)—the question of a program to lift the level of life for black people. This 
should have had easy sailing and would have, except for divided sentiment on “The Black 
Manifesto” and “The Black Economic Development Conference.” 


Many feel, with your Rector, that the Church has a responsibility to make sure no funds are 
put in the hands of those groups committed to violent revolution. If the final decision has 
been postponed, it will come up again. If funds are to be solicited, for whatever purpose, 
there must be a guarantee that the money goes only to groups whose philosophy and conduct 
are squarely Christian. Any other course is subsidizing the enemy and putting the Church 
on the side of atheistic Communism. This must not happen. The end does not justify the 
means, now or ever.

ON PRAYER 


The weekly Bulletin of Christ Church, Woodbury, N. J., has the following quote on 
"Prayer", I commend it to you. (The Rector) 

Ix Sorvinc A PROBLEM BY PRAYER it is usually necessary to take certain practical 
steps as well, Wise action must be added to prayer. Pray about your difficulty but also claim 
Divine Guidance, and then take any steps that common sense dictates. We cannot remind 
ourselves too often that what we call common sense is itself an expression of Divine Wis- 
dom. It is foolish to pray for help while neglecting some obvious and handy stepping-stone. 

Many people seem to have.the idea that taking some "material" step shows a lack of 
faith in God and lessens the power of the prayer. They ask if that is not trying to serve 
two masters. D 

The exact contrary is the case. We all know that an action is but the outer expression 
of a thought, and that a wise action is the expression of a wise or true thought, and so to 
take wise steps is but the proof that one is thinking rightly, and is, indeed, a part of the 
prayer itself, : . : ke;
